If they are accompanied by a 
certificate from the state plant board 
they^need not go to Gainesville; if not 
they must be sent there for examina- 
tion at the bender's expense

LAYING BEGINS SOON 


ENGINEER SAYS QUALITY OF WA- 


TER IS PUREST AND SOFTEST 


TO BE FOUND ALONG THE EAST 


COAST. 


The cast iron pipe to be used to 


bring the water from the new city 
wells west of the city to the elevated 
tank has been shipped, according to 
word received 
from the 
American 


Cast Iron Pipe company of Birming- 
ham, 
and the pipe is expected to ar- 


rive here soon 
Upon its arrival 


the work of laying will begin immed- 
iately under the direction of Engineer 
W T McCormick of the Daytona En- 
gineering and Construction company* 
« hich has the contract to lay the pipe. 


In the meantime Engineer ilcCor- 


mick has already started the work 
of sinking the wells on the site re- 
cently purchased by the city and tha 
wells will be practically completed 
embodying the information prescribed \ bv ,he Ume the plpe arn'ves 
by paragraph 2 of section 478 of the 
postal laws and regulations. 
The 


paragraph reads as follows 


"Nursery stock, including all field- 


grown florists' stock, trees, shrubs, 
vines, cuttings, grafts, scions, buds, 
fruit pits and other seeds of fruit 
and ornamental trees or shrubs, and 
other plants and plant products tor 
propagation, except field, vegetable 
and flower seeds, bedding plants and 
other herbaceous plants, bulbs, and 
roots, may be admitted to the mails 
only when accompanied by a certifi- 
cate from the state or government in- 
spector to the effect that the nursery 
from which such nursery stock is ship- 


Engineer McCormick has adopted a 


novel plan in the sinking of the well 
by digging one large well from which 
the supply of water for the city water- 
works system will be taken. Into this 
one large well he has laid several con- 
duits of perforated tile pipe, covered 
with crushed rock, through which the 
water will continuously run into tha 
main well.

delivered by Judge W. F. Rightmire 
before the annual convention held in 
Fort Lauderdale: 
. 


It is with great pleasure that I ad- 


dress this audience on this occasion, 
and my earnest thanks are due to the 
committee on arrangements that I, 
considering the short time that I 
liave been a citizen of this state, 
nave received an invitation to ad- 
dress this convention of its citizens. 
met to consider ways and means to 
advance the interests of a great pub- 
lic utility of such vast importance to 
the welfare 
of the citizens of the 


East Coast of Florida, as the Florida 
East Coast canal, which, if it should 
receive the 
consideration 
of our 


national government, and the aid it 
deserves, would do more to build up 
and develop the East Coast of Flor- 
ida and make of it a paradise of 
homes ol happy, contented citizens, 
than any other measure for which the 
aid of the national government has 
>een solicited. 


As an aid in considering the fu- 


ture work ahead ot us before we meet 
with .siictess, permit me to briefly re- 
view the historical mention of other 
canals, which we find were first es- 
tablished .-olel.v for the purposes of 
Irrigation. 
In 1901, by the Tigris 


river in Persia, Asia, the Acropolis 
of Susa was found, in excavating a 
vast mound, and ther"e were uncov- 
ered stone monuments upon which 
were engraved the 
laws 
of Ham- 


murabi, king of Babylon, who ruled 
over Babylon 2,300 years before the 
birth of Christ. This code of laws 
engraved upon a column of black 
diorite, among its many hundred re- 


•company seem to be prima facie evi- 


ence that it does not Intend to pro- 
ide adequate; facilities for properly 
maintaining its waterway, thus de- 
priving the citizens of the state of 
Florida and the East Coast in particu- 
lar, 
of the benefits for which they ! 


have paid an adequate sum in the 
transfer of the lands aforementioned; '

thought and research have failed to 
find the key that could unlock the 
treasures so concealed, of these pre- 
historic races whose monuments pro- 
claim that they were well advanced 
in civilization. 


The first record we can find of a 


commercial canal is that the Roman 
Emperor Tragan, in the 16th year 
of the Christian Era began a canal 
to connect the Nile river with the 
Red Sea, for the transportation 
of 


his armies, but at his death in 117 
his successors abandoned the attempt 
to construct the canal. 


In the year 640 of this era, a great 


famine existed in Persia and Arabia, 
and as in the days of Jacob, when he 
sent his sons down into the land of 
Egypt to buy corn, Its grain was the 
only source from which grain could 
be secured to feed the famishing. As 
caravans, their only means of trans- 
portation could give but very little 
relief. Arnru, the Moslem caliph, dug 
a canal from the Nile to the Red Sea, 
to transport the grain of Egypt to 
feed the starving. 
This first com- 


mercial canal of which history 
has 


any record was neglected during the 
wars of his successors and the sands 
of the desert, in their drifting, soon 
destroyed all trace of the canal. 


In or near the year 1675, the Great 


Elector of Bradenburg, having added 
West Prussia to his realm, began 
draining its bogs and swamps by a 
system ot canals, and when he saw 
how extensively they were used by 
the people of the drained districts for 
purposes of transportation, he had a 
canal excavated connecting the river 
Oder with the river Spree, and this 
same canal, improved and enlarged, 
is in use today for commercial pur- 
poses, and It was the first of 
the 


many canals that soon were construct- 
ed In the different 
European coun- 


tries. 


In 1800, Governor Morris, of the 


State of New York, began advocat- 


the waterway is desirable, but Florida 
should see to it that the government 
i? not required to pay any money for 
the canal. Let the state take the ca- 
nal and such lands that the company 
still has in its possession, by some 
sort of condemnation proceedings, and 
then turn the waterway over to the 
government 
for 
improvement 
and 


maintenance. 


That would be the fair way. The 


canal company was given thousands 
of acres of valuable land with the un- 
derstanding that the canal be put in- 
to navigable condition and so main- 
tained. Instead of this the waterway 
has been more of a nuisance than 
anything else, and a most costly nuis- 
ance to boatmen who have been mis- 
led as to its navigable condition. 


Attorney General West has assert- 


ed that he will bring the company to 
time. Numerous boards of trade and 
other associations have gone on rec- 
ord in favor of federal ownership and 
control of the waterway. The canal 
company itself is perfectly willing to 
'sell" the canal at an enormous price 
to the federal government. And In the 
meantime the newspapers are told ev- 
ery little while that "something is 
going to be done." 


This year's convention of the canal 


association, however, sounds like busi- 
ness and subsequent events will be 
watched for with hopeful interest.— 
Miami Metropolis. 


The above clipping of the Miami 


Metropolis is almost correct. Its writ- 
er has the right idea. It is not now, 
and never has been the plan or In- 
tention to sell the canal to the gov- 
ernment for a big fat sum and pur- 
chase at any price was simply a last 
resort.

was passed

struction, under the name of the Erie 
canal, and ground was first broken In 
its excavation at Rome N. Y., on the 
fourth day of July, 1817. 


On October 26th, 1826, the canal 


was near enough to completion to 
open it to navigation for its entire 
length of 428 miles, and this event 
was celebrated by the firing of can- 
non stationed from Lake Erie along 
its banks and the shore of the Hud- 
son river to the city of New York, 
and the firing began at Lake Erie, 
when a barge containing the Govern- 
or and other State officers and the 
canal commissioners entered the ca- 
nal at Lake Erie for a continuous 
trip to New York City, and the suc- 
cessive firing of the cannon carried 
the news the length of the canal, and 
down the Hudson river to the city, 
that transportation upon the canal 
had commenced. During these and a 
few yearn after the States of New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, Maryland, Ohio, 
Indiana, and Illinois constructed ca- 
nals connecting their riven with the 
Great Lakes, the Ohio and the Miss- 
issippi riven and the Deleware and 
the Chesepeake bays.

A Green Heron and Something Else No 


Artist Could Paint. 


I saw a simple picture of nature's 


painting once, which has returned to 
my memory again and again, aud If il 
could be put on a canvas or fastened 
In a poem It would forever remain a 
masterpiece ot art. And yet It was 
•nothing but a green heron standing-In 
tbe swift shallow current of a brook 
with tbe diamond bright 
wavelets 


breaking around Its slender legs and 
a tuft of water grass trembling beside 
It I was lying, Idly enough, at full 
length on the brook's bonk, so that be 
youd the bird, as I gazed, opened a 
fairy-like landscape, over which a gen 
tie breeze was blowing with au effect 
wholly Indescribable, shaking tall flags 
and tossing tbe dragon flies about In 
the sunshine. The whole effect was 
cooling and tranqullizing, with a subtle 
hint In It of a land somewhere just 
out of reach where one might dream 
the lotos dream forever. 


Now, a good artist might easily have 


painted the little scene so far as paint- 
ing usually goes, but It would have re- 
quired such genius as Is yet to be born 
to Imprison in tbe sketch tbe hint of 
what seemed to lie just beyond tbe 
dreamy horizon. None but the most 
masterful genius would have been able 
to keep up to tbe sweet, quiet key of 
the coloring and yet be satisfied with 
the tender, wavering outlines and the 
soft, transparent shadows. The liquid 
tones of sound and color In the brook 
came so harmoniously to my senses, 
along with the motion of swaying 
flags and bubble headed waves, that 
the graceful bird, seen through half 
closed eyes, appeared to be a half fan- 
ciful embodiment of the spirit of calm 
delight, knee deep In some tide of 
enchantment or romance.

CARE WITH ELECTRICITY. 


Extreme Caution Should Be Used In 


Handling All Fixtures. 


"Electricians think nothing of touch- 


ing with their fingers a 110 volt or 220 
volt A. C. or D. C. switch to ascertain 
whether It Is nlive or not," says the 
Electrical Experimenter. "On the oth- 
er band It Is claimed In a number of 
authentic cases on record that 110 
volts, such as Is used for ordinary light- 
ing circuits, has sufficed to produce fn- 
tal results to a human being. There- 
fore it behooves every one to take the 
utmost en re In handling electrical ap- 
paratus of any nature, no matter 
whether It Is a small toaster or an in- 
nocent looking electric light switch of 
the push button variety. 


"A good point to keep In mind would 


be to exercise extreme caution In ma- 
nipulating all lamp sockets or switches 
during or directly after a severe storm, 
which may have blown down high volt- 
age wires so as to cause them to drop 
across "flow tension wires supplying 
bouse circuits. 


"Those having electric lights In their 


homes should always exercise the 
greatest care In manipulating any of 
the devices connected to such service. 
In the bathroom especially they should 
never touch the socket or wall gwitcb 
while standing In the bathtub or with 
wet feet on a floor where there Is any 
water, as these accidents happen at the 
ifcost unexpected moment. They arc 
practically Immune from danger If they 
Would just take the trouble to see that 
(bey alwuys stand on a dry floor."

CITRUS CROP WILL BE 
OVER8,000,OOOBOXES 


PROPORTION OP ORANGES IS 76 


PERCENT ACCOROINO TO THE 


FEDERAL GOVERNMENT 
ESTI- 


MATE. 


The season's total citrus crop will 


be 8,227,000 boxes, according to the 
prediction of tbe bureau of crop esti- 
mates, United States department of 
agriculture, as transmitted by C. C. 
Hare, field agent for Florida. Of tbls 
estimated tptal 6,334,790 boxes will be 
oranges and 1,892,210 will be grape- 
fruit. Tbese estimates will be gov- 
erned by the weather and other gen- 
eral crop conditions. 


The estimates are issued as the re- 


sult of circular letters sent to large 
number of Florida growers asking for 
information 
of crop conditions in 


their Immediate section. Interesting 
nformation is given out as the result 
of the canvass of growers, as follows: 


Of the total number of citrus trees 


of bearing age, 70 per cent are orange 
trees, including tangerines; 29.5 per 
cent are grapefruit and 0.5 per cent 
are lemons and limes. Of this sea- 
son's total citrus crop oranges will 
probably form 76.7 per cent; grape- 
fruit 23 per cent and lemons and limes 
0.3 per cent. The proportion of the 
1915-16 crop was as follows: Oranges 
74.6 per cent, grapefruit 25 per cent', 
and lemons and limes 0.4 per cent. 


Percentage of Normal Yield 


The estimate of tne average num- 


ber of boxes to the tree of bearing age 
is 1.56 for oranges and 1.63 for grape-

And the Bay was 
already a place to be envied for resi- 
dence: "They returned in snfctlc, and 
brought home a good quantity of bea- 
ver, and made report of tbe place, 
wishing they had been there seated 
(but It seems ye Lord, who assigns to 
all men ye bounds ot tbelr habitations, 
had appointed it for another use). And 
thus they found ye Lord to be wltb 
them in all tbelr ways, and to bless 
their outgoings and Incomings, for 
which let his holy name have ye praise 
forever, to all posterltle." 


This was the spirit of remembering 


and forelooklng gratitude In which 
Governor Bradford brooded on tbe 
project of a common time of thanks- 
giving. Tbe harvest time bad fully 
come.

teenth and seventeenth centuries con- 
onnded tbe two species. 
As both birds became more common 


and better known, to quote tbe En. 
cyclopedia Briwnnlcn, "the distinction 
was gradually perceived, and the came 
torkey became restricted to that from 
tba new world, possibly because of its 
repeated call note, to be syllabled 
tork, tnrk, turk,' whereby It may be 
alPXMt said to have named itself. Tbe 
torkey, so far as we know, was first 
described by Ovtcdo In bis 'Sumario de 
to natural hlstorla de Us Indlss,' MM 
to have been published In 1527."

cent and grapefruit at 91 per cent.

BY JUDGE BIGHTMIRE 


SAYS CONGRESSMEN AR.E NOT IN 


CLINED TO FAVOR APPROPRIA- 


TIONS IN THE SOLID SOUTH 


SECTIONS. 


The following splendid address was 


delivered by Judge W. F. Rightmire 
before the annual convention held In 
Fort Lauderdale: 
, 


It is with great pleasure that I ad- 


dress this audience on this occasion, 
and my earnest thanks are due to the 
committee on arrangements that I, 
considering the short time that I 
have been a citizen of this state, 
have received an invitation to ad- 
dress this convention of its citizens, 
met to consider ways and means to 
advance the interests of a great pub- 
lic utility of such vast Importance to 
the welfare of the citizens of the 
East Coast of Florida, as the Florida 
East Coast canal, which, if it should 
receive 
the 
consideration 
of our 


national government, and the aid it 
deserves, would do more to build up 
and develop the East Coast of Flor- 
ida and make of it a paradise of 
homes ol happy, contented citizens, 
than any other measure for which the 
aid of the national government has 
been solicited. 


As an aid in considering the fu- 


ture work ahead ot us before we meet 
with success, permit me to briefly re- 
view the historical mention of other 
canals, which we find were first es- 
tablished .'Olely for the purposes of 
irrigation. 
In 1901, by the Tigris 


river In Persia, Asia, the Acropolis 
of Susa was found, in excavating a 
vast mound, and ther"e were uncov- 
ered stone monuments upon 
which 


were engraved the 
laws 
of Ham- 


murabi, king of Babylon, who ruled 
over Babylon 2,300 years before the 
birth of Christ. This code of laws 
engraved upon a column 
of 
black 


diorite, among its many hundred re- 


•coVnpany seem to be prims facie evi- 
dence that it does not Intend to pro- 
vide adequate; facilities for properly 
maintaining its waterway, thus de- 
priving the citizens of the state of 
Florida and the East Coast in particu- 
lar, of the benefits for which they 
have paid an adequate sum in the 
transfer of the lands aforementioned; 


Therefore, be it resolved 
by the 


Florida East Coast Canal association 
in convention assembled at Ft.

quirements of the people of the king- 
dom, 
made strict and adequate pro- 


visions for the use of the waters of 
the irrigation canals. 


In Arizona and New Mexico in our 


own land, we find the ruins of such 
canals constructed by the cliff-dwell- 
ers or some other pre-historic race; 
also in Mexico, the Central American 
States, and the upland regions of 
South America, all of which prove 
that they were constructed by a peo- 
ple of rare skill in the science of en- 
gineering, and the heiroglyphic rec- 
ords detailing the records of these 
vanished 
races 
have remained un- 


translated because the most extensive 
thought and research have failed to 
find the key that could unlock the 
treasures so concealed, of these pre- 
nistoric races whose monuments pro- 
claim that they were well advanced 
in civilization. 


The first record we can find of a 


commercial canal is that the Roman 
Emperor Tragan, in the 15th year 
of the Christian Era began a canal 
to connect the Nile river with the 
Red Sea, for the transportation of 
his armies, but at his death in 117 
his successors abandoned the attempt 
to construct the canal. 


In the year 640 of this era, a great 


famine existed in Persia and Arabia, 
and as in the days of Jacob, when he 
sent his sons down into the land of 
Egypt to buy corn, its grain was the 
only source from which grain could 
be secured to feed the famishing. As 
caravans, their only means of trans- 
portation could give but very little 
relief. Arnru, the Moslem caliph, dug 
a canal from the Nile to the Red Sea, 
to transport the grain of Egypt to 
feed the starving. 
This first com- 


mercial canal of which history 
has 


any record was neglected during the 
wars of his successors and the sands 
of the desert, in their drifting, soon 
destroyed all trace of the canal. 


In or near the year 1675, the Great 


Elector of Bradenburg, having added 
West Prussia to his realm, began 
draining its bogs and swamps by a 
system ot canals, and when he saw 
how extensively they were used by 
the people of the drained districts for 
purposes of transportation, he had a 
canal excavated connecting the river 
Oder with the river Spree, and this 
same canal, improved and enlarged, 
Is in use today for commercial pur- 
poses, and It was the first of 
the 


many canals that soon were construct- 
ed in the different 
European coun- 


tries. 


In 1SOO, Governor Morris, of the 


State of New York, began advocat- 
ing the construction of a canal to con- 
nect the waters of Lake Erie with the 
Hudson river, and In 1807, on the rec- 
ommendation 
ot President Thomas 


Jefferson, Albert Gallatin, the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, recommended 
to Congress a plan for the use of all 
surplus revenues of the National Gov- 
ernment in the construction of post 
roads and canals; but Congress could 
see no benefit to accrue In canals, and 
provided for the construction of the 
great 
national 
highways to 
and 


hrough the Northwest territories of 
Ohio, Indiana and Illinois, terminat- 
ing at Fort Dearborn, now Chicago. 


In 
1808 a 'Joint resolution was 


adopted by the New York legislature 
providing for the appointment of a 
commission to consider the propriety 
ot exploring and surveying a route 
'or the connection of the Hudson riv- 
er with Lake Erie with a canal. In 
1811, the commission, through Gov- 
ernor Morris, made a report In favor 
of a canal, and estimated the cost of 
ts construction at the sum of flre 
million dollars. 
In 1815 the commis- 


sion made two report*, one giving 
the results of Its survey and 
the 


other recommending the excavation

Federal ownership and control of 


the waterway is desirable, but Florida 
should see to it that the government 
is not required to pay any money for 
the canal. Let the state take the ca- 
nal and such lands that the company 
still has in its possession, by some 
sort of condemnation proceedings, and 
then turn the waterway over to the 
government 
for 
improvement 
and 


maintenance. 


That would be the fair way. 
The 


canal company was given thousands 
of acres of valuable land with the un- 
derstanding that the canal be put in- 
to navigable condition and so main- 
tained. Instead of this the waterway 
has been more of a nuisance 
than, 


anything else, and a most costly nuis- 
ance to boatmen who have been mis- 
led as to its navigable condition. 


Attorney General West has assert- 


ed that he will bring the company to 
time. Numerous boards of trade and 
other associations have gone on rec- 
ord In favor of federal ownership and 
control of the waterway. 
The canal 


company itself is perfectly willing to 
'sell" the canal at an enormous price 
to the federal government. And in the 
meantime the newspapers are told ev- 
ery little while that "something la 
going to be done." 


This year's convention of the canal 


association, however, sounds like busi- 
ness and subsequent events will be 
watched for with hopeful interest.— 
Miami Metropolis.

Metropolis is almost correct. Its writ- 
er has the right idea. It is not now, 
and never has been the plan or in- 
tention to sell the canal to the gov- 
ernment for a big fat sum and pur- 
chase at any price was simply a last 
resort.

in his message to the 


legislature strongly advocated 
the 


construction of the canal, and an Act 
was 
passed 
providing for its con- 


struction, under the name of the Erl« 
canal, and ground was first broken la 
its excavation at Rome N. Y., on the 
fourth day of July, 1817. 


On October 26th, 1825, the canal 


was near enough to completion to 
open it to navigation for its entire 
length of 428 miles, and this event 
was celebrated by the firing of can- 
non stationed from Lake Erie along 
its banks and the shore of the Hud- 
son river to the city of New York, 
and the firing began at Lake Erie, 
when a barge containing the Govern- 
or and other State officers 
and the 


canal commissioners entered the ca- 
nal at Lake Erie for a continuous 
trip to New York City, and the suc- 
cessive firing of the cannon carried 
the news the length of the canal, and 
down the Hudson river to the city, 
that 
transportation upon the canal 


had commenced. During these and a 
few years after the States of New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, Maryland, Ohio, 
Indiana, and Illinois constructed ca- 
nals connecting their rivers with the 
Great Lakes, the Ohio and the Miss- 
issippi riven and the Deleware and 
the Chesepeake bays. In the closing 
year of the construction ot the Erie

fairy-like landscape, over which a gen- 
tle breeze was blowing with an effect 
wholly Indescribable, shaking tall flags 
and tossing tbe dragon flies about In 
the sunshine. The whole effect nas 
cooling and tranquilizing, with a subtle 
hint In It of a land somewhere just 
out of reach where one mUlit dream 
the lotos dream forever.

OYEB8,000,OOOBOXES 


PROPORTION OP ORANOES IS 76 


PERCENT ACCORDING TO THE 


FEDERAL GOVERNMENT ESTI- 


MATE. 


The season's total citrus crop will 


be 8,227,000 boxes, according to the 
prediction of the bureau of crop esti- 
mates, United States department of 
agriculture, as transmitted by C. C. 
Hare, field agent for Florida. Of this 
estimated total 6,334,790 boxes will be 
oranges and 1,892,210 will be grape- 
fruit. These estimates will be gov- 
erned by the weather and other gen- 
ral crop conditions. 
The estimates are issued as the re- 


sult of circular letters sent to large 
number of Florida growers asking for 
nformation 
of crop conditions in 


heir Immediate section. 
Interesting 


nformation is given out as the result 


>f the canvass of growers, as follows: 


Of the total number of citrus trees 


if bearing age, 70 per cent are orange 
rees, including tangerines; 29 5 per 
ent are grapefruit and 0.5 per cent 
re lemons and limes. Of this sea- 
on's total citrus crop oranges will 
srobably form 76.7 per cent; grape- 
rult 23 per cent and lemons and limes 
.3 per cent. The proportion of the 
915-16 crop was as follows: Oranges 
4.6 per cent, grapefruit 25 per cent, 
nd lemons and limes 0.4 per cent. 


Percentage of Normal Yield 


The estimate of tne average num- 
er of boxes to the tree of bearing age 


i 1.56 for oranges and 1.63 for grape-

fruit. This Is 68 per cent of the nor- 
mal yield of oranges and 76 per eeni 
of the normal yield of grapefruit. The 
Increase in the number of bearing 
trees this season over last Is 5 per 
cent Increase for oranges and 8 per 
cent increase for grapefruit. 


Interesting figures also are compll 


ed with regard to the total number of 
orange and grapefruit trees respect- 
ively of all ages: Oranges—one year 
6 per cent; two yean, 7.2 per cent; 
three years, 9.6 per cent; four yean. 
10.2 per cent; five yean and over, 68 
per cent. 
Grapefruit—one year, 5.5 


per cent; two yean. 6 per cent; three 
yean, 10.8 per cent; tour yean, 14.5 
jer cent; five yean and over, 63.2 
per cent. 


In regard to the quality of this 


year's citrus crop compared with the 
normal, oranges are given at 92 per 
cent and grapefruit at 91 per cent. 


Sixty-eight per cent of the oranges
